Mamive Lossrs vor Jaxvary.—The New

Javusry, which shows a total of one bundred |
end thirtv-one vessels, of which, twenty-four |
were ghips, fourteen barques, thirty-two brigs, |
fifiy-nine =chooners, aud two sloops. The Cou-
rier Bays:

“The totel value of the property lost was
three millions seven hundred and thirty-four
thocsand Iwo hundred dollurs. This is exclu-
give of pariial losses of cargo and damages to
vessels not amounting to & total logs, which, st
san estimate, would be likely to inerease the
fignrea to something near five million dollars,
We do not thizk that there has ever before
been so large an amount of logs reported ina
single mowh, The wvessels reported in this
list are chielly Americen, slthough some for-
egn are included, when bound Lo or from a
[ nited Suates port, or known to be insured in
t4is country. What proportion of the total is
insured abroad cr st home, and what proportion
falls on owners, it i8 impossible to estimate
with sarthine like acecaracy.

to which all hope is abandoned, it awells the
total to three hundred and eighty-three—a fear-
ful sserilice of human life to the pursuits of
Comuerce.

“ T large merine losses of the last few
yaouths are attricntsble in no small degree to
the increased tounage of the ships built of late
yiars. This sngmeited capacity renders them,
by the disproportion to their strength, less fit to
withstand severe stormns, and also increases
their libability to get aground on bars and

themselvea for four months in the year, shoald
be allowed the privilege of adapting their politi-
cal inetitutions to their circumstances, At
present, the territory referred to has not suffi-

IurorTaxT rroM Nicaracus,— The New
York Times of yesterday has the following :

Mr. E. N. Stagers, U. 8. mail agent at San
Francisco, who left Greytown on the 224 of
January, informs us that advices had been re-
ceived there from General Walker to the 17th
of that month, which is eight or ten days later
than previous advices, '

He states that the report which reached here
some days since by telegraph from New Or-
leans, that Greytown was in possession of the
Costa Ricans, was utterly untrye. He was
himself there for some time, and everything
was perfectly quiet.

Filty-one men, who had served under Walk-
er, and been discharged upon the expiration of
their term, had found their way to Graytown,
and reported that Walker's position at Rivas
had been undisturbed, and that he had from
450 to 500 effective men under his command.

Some curions letters have been brought to
light—one from Morgan & Sons to General
Walker, and another, said to be from George
Law to General Henningsen—bpth accompa-
nied by alarge supply of arms and ammaunition.

An exciting scene had taken p'ace in conse-
quence of the unwarranted interferenca of the
British. Captain Erskine, it seems, had
eearched amongst Walker's recruits for British
subjects, and bad threatened Colonel Lockridge
with the adoptien of forcible means, if be re-
fused to give them.pp. The Colonel kad no
power to resist, and some dozen of his men left
him, and availed themeelves of the offer of
British protection. The Colonel, however, sol-
emnly protested against this interference, and
(General Wheat seized the opportanity to make
a patriotic speech, which was greatly applauded
by the recruits who remained to share the for-
tune and work ths deliverence of Gen. Walker,

Some of
the Wisconsin papera are so enthusiastic in
favor of the project 88 to propose to crede all
the northern part of the State, from the forty-
fifth parallel up. They say, very truly, that if
this territory were to be erected into a State it
would result in building up a great commercial
emporium on the shores of the lake; that the
present capitals of Michigan and Wisconsin
are entirely o far from the remote settlers of

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CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN GEN. 8COTT
AND SECRETARY DAVIS,

Washington, February 4.—Tha correspond-
ence between General Beoit and Secretary Da-
vis is quite voluminous. From a hasty exami-
nation of the various documents, it appears
that General Scott declined to give open and
specific information to Mr. Davis, regarding
the expenditure of the secret service money in
Mexico, believing that no obligation of public
or private honor, according to the usages of
nations and armies, required him to disclose
names and circumstances. He however express.
ed a willingness to give such information for
his private ear alone, which the Secretary said
he was willing to receive in confidence. In No-
vember, 1855, the President of the United
States writes to Secretary Davis, saying, in
substance—* General Scott states two grounds
on which he has learned that [ hesitated to allow
the five per cent. commission. It is proper to
remark that he has been misinformed or mis-
apprehended my position. He himself fixed
3} per cent,, which he might properly receive
for his disbursements in Mexico; and a bal-
ance struck upon that basis was the subject of
conversation between us.”
Mr. Davis, in resp-nse to the President, in-
forms him that General Scott had charged him-
self with the sum of $261,691; all of which,
excepting $30,000, were levied and captured in
Mexico,and took credit for dishursing $255,541,
leaving $5,155 withheld by General Scott on
his account. This balance the President an-
thorized General Scott, through the Secretary
of War, to retain,
General Scott, in a' letter dated New York,
December, 1855, writes that there are two items,
making $11,585, against him, as not admitted
or disallowed by the President cn account of
five per cent. charged by him on all moneys
disbursed. He eays it was entirely within the
competency of the President to allow that
charge, and he sks that suit be brought against
him by the Government o recover the amount
claimed to be tiue by him, nearly 6,000, Bat
the President declined to enter suit. There
are many explt.nations relative to these figures,
but the financial of the trauszaction can-
not be fairly understood by this mere reference
to the subject.
Among the documents is the opinion of At-
torney Genera! Cushing, dated January, 1856,
to the effect that the ect creating the grade of
Lieutenant General does not confer upon Gen-
eral Scott all the suthority which was imposed
by the law of 1706 upon Washington, who was
thereby made the commander of the armies,
while General Sccit was appointed Lieutenant
General by order of the President of the Uni-
ted States. It cirries retrospective pay and
emoluments, but not retrospective authority.

General Scott's correspondence with the offi-
cers of the Government goes back as far as
1848, and that beoveen him and the Secretary
of W‘ar, during -855, contains the followin
features: Mr. Dévis, on July 25th, says—“
leave unnoticed the exhibition of peevish tem-
per ia reply to gn inquiry from this Depart-
ment,” &c. General Scott replies, July 30—
“Itwould be %asy to show that the whole letter
in which you {haige me with exhibiting a peev-
ish temper is as jlippant in its statements and
logi¢ &3 in thet aceusation.”  Certainly, as See-
retary of War, you have done enough to war-
rant more then g suspicion that from the first
yoit have considged it your spacial mission, by
repeated nggression on my rights and feelings,
to goad me iito some perilous attitude of offi-
cial oppositica, -
_*To prove my long forbearance, (for at my
time of life &'l asgry discussions are painful,)
[ will now procesd to coumerate some of the
provocations allgded to, without dilating in this
place on your pjrtisan hostility to the brevet
of Lieutenaut Geperal, and to the compensation
Congress intend:d to attach thereto.” The
General then slludes to one of the Secretary's
“ edptious retort,” and his “ capping the cli-
max by usurpatfon and absurdity.” He like-
wize says—" Following out your personal re-
buke in the lattdr of the 12th, your object, in
violation of pringiple, is to crush me into a ser-
vile obedience to your self-will, I know your
obstinacy, and I'know alse what is due to my-
sell as a man and a soldier; and if I am to be
crushed, I preferit at the hands of my military
peers.” z

The Seecretars rejoins, in an unofficial note
dated Angust 21—"Your present accusation
charging me with usurpation for the mostunwor-
thy ends, and imyuting to me motives inconsist-
ent with cflicial. integrity, is considered basely
mu avolent and srorounced utterly false.”

General Scett, replying, August Gth, says—
“1 have received a note from you, dated on the
2d instant, whith you seem to desire me to
cor sider a3 unotficial. I ehall not comply with
your singular fuhcy, a3 you can have no legiti-
mate claim to agddress me except as Secretary
of War. Accerlingly, I shall treat your com-
munication, whother designed as private and
scurrilous, of af public missives of arrozance
and superciliougpess, as equally official. There
ar€ beauties inyt which ought not to be lost,
ang it shall not’be my fault if I do not render
yorr part of this correspondence & memorable
exsmple to be ghunned by your successors.”
o this the Secretary replies, Sept. Tth—
“Nor am I (o be at all deterred from a full
exyosure of the sroundlessness of your charges,
or by the threajs you make of rendering my
patt of this corrispondence a memorable exam
ple to be shunred by my successors. Thia is
the meanest bravado in one who himself affords
the most memcrable example, on the records
of this Departizent, of a sane controversialist
defeated and a -alse accuser exposed.”

The Russians in China—Important Privileges
Recently Acquired.

It appears that Russia has obtained from the
Court of Pekin the privilege, that she has do-
licited for many years, to trade at the five ports
of China open to other nations.

This favor was refused until now, upon the
ground that for a century Russia had the mio-
nopoly of Chinese commerce on land, and ale-
gation in the capital of the empire.

The new treaty is one of the highest impott-
ance to Russian maritime commerce, to further
which, the Government of the Emperor Alex-
ander appears disposed to display the greatsst
aclivity.

Mr. Nichols, of Ohio, moved to reconsider
the vote of yesterday adopting the resolution of
Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, in regard to the
printing of the report of the State Department
on the commercial relations of the United
States with foreign nations ; which motion| was
passed over for the present. 1

A message waa received from the Senate, an-
nouncing the adoption, by that body, of the fol-
lowing resolution : |

The resolution was adopted.

Mr. Jones, of Tennessee, and Mr. Howard,
of Michigan, were appointed tellers on the part
of the House, ;

The House resumed the consideration of the
bill of the Senate to expedite telegraphic com-
munication for the uses of the Goverament in
its foreign intercourse—the question being on
seconding the demand for the previous gques-
tion.

Decided in the negative—yeas 45, nays not
counted.

Mr. Pennington, of New Jersey, movad to
strike cut the words “fifiy yeara,”” and insert in
lieu thereof the words “at all times,” in the
proviso which reads “ that the United States
and the citizens thereof shall enjoy the use of
the said submarine telegraph communication
for a pericd of fiflty years, on the same terms
and conditions which shall be stipulated in fa-
vor of the Government of Great Britain and the
subjects thereof,” &c. He observed that the
proviso as it stood limited the advantages which
the United States were to derive from the pro-
posed contract to fifty years, as similar to those
which were to be granted to the Goverament of
Great Britain. The object of his amendment
was to extend the term beyond fifty years, and
to make it applicable to nﬁ future time.

Mr. Smith, of Virginia opposed the bill, re-
msrkinq that it contained perhaps the moat re-
markable proposition to be found in the history
of a free Government, and especially a Govern-
ment which existed with but limited pawers,
He denied the constitutional power of the Gov-
ernment in the premises, and desired to kuow
whence gentlemen derived the aunthority to en-
ter into a scheme appropriating large sums of
the public money in support of an enterprise
entirely beyond the jurisdiction of the Gov-
ernment, with its termini located in foreign

Mr. Seward, of Georgia, gave the views which
would induce him to vote for the bill, If the
Government possessed the power to enter iuto
postel treaties with foreign nations, and to pay
eight hundred thousand dollars pér annom to
support an ocean mail sieamer system, fn his
estimation it had the power to bring upon this
cable, and at less expense, the same intellizence
which we received through a medium sustained
at such great cost. The construction of this
line would be a great benefit, and he thought
that & great gocd would be achieved when the
merchant in the city of Savannah could inquire
the price of cotton, and receive an answer with
scarcely an hour’s delay.

Mr. Mace, of Indiana, regarded the question
as of importance, and one whick, it adopt-
ed, might lead to resalts not perhaps anticipated
by any member of the House. He therefore
moved that the bill be referred to the Committee
on the Post Ofiice and Poast Roads, and be de-
manded the previoua question. _

M. Colfax, of Indiana, spoke in favor of free
gugar; and, while thanking the majority of the
Ways and Means Committee for allowing him
to argue for the sugar consumers before them
while preparing their tarifl, and for the reduc-
tion they propose to ten per cent., urged that
the change should be not a partial, but an en-
tire one, by makiog it free, as tea and coffee
already are. He contended that the sugar duty
was not needed for revemue purposes, the
treasury beiug already overflowing ; and that
as a- practical experiment, having been tried
for sixty years, it had utterly failed, the crop
having virtually run out. He argued that one-
eighth of the whole (ariff receipts last year
were collected from sugar and molasses, ma-
king tweaty-five millions of consumers pay a
tax as needless as oppressive; that the total
home product was not onesixth of the con-
sumption ; that New Orleans ilself imported
twenty-five million pounds of foreign sugar last
year, and Baliimore forty-three millions ; that
the whole crop of the country was insufficient
to supply the farmers of the Mississippi Valley
alone, leaving the remainder of the whole coun-
try to draw their supply from abroad; that
more duty had been paid on imported sugar
last year than the whole amount raised in thia
country would have cost at Havaua, and that
it would therefore have been a saving to have
repealed the tax, and given the whole amount
as 8 bounty to the sugar planters to consent to
the repeal; thal if the Chinese eugar cane
recently introduced proved half as valuable as
is claimed for it, sugar would not need protee.
tion any more than corn or cord-wood. He
expressed the opinion, that if the question of
free sugar was submitted to the voters of every
Congressioual district in the Union, not twenty
out of the two hundred and thirty-four would
vote no.
